OHO, ALAND ISLAND. Look for Hillan, N6HR, during the IARU HF World 
Championship Contest, as OGOC July 11-12. Hillan will be active before 
and after the contest as OHO/NG6HR. 


P5, NORTH KOREA. Josef, OK1DTG, who finished his 18 months stay in P5 
land, states that written permission is promised by the military. He 
was only allowed to operate 40 meters CW with 10 watts. OK1DTG/P5 was 
active only April 12-24. He made 600 QSOs with JA, HL, and W stations. 
He NEVER operated on 15 meters. 


RX6B/UZ4HWS is the callsign for a DXpedition to UST-Labinsk in Southern 
Russia near the Black Sea. Andy, UA6BGB, who is one of the operators, 
gave the QSL route as P.O. Box 62, Kitee 82501, Finland. It seems that 
many Russian hams are opening postal boxes in neighboring countries where 
mail reliability is better. Andy was advised that Box 88 did not want to 
receive QSL cards for the RX6B/UZ4HWS Dxpedition. The only route will be 
via Finland. Andy mentioned that his personal post office box is not 
dependable. Let's hope that this method of QSLing provides a quicker and 
more reliable service. 


S2, BANGLADESH. Denny, GW3CDP, reported that Erik, WZ6C, is on his way 
back to S2-land in about 7-10 days. He will be operating from there if 
all goes well by the middle of July. KYFC! On the same note, supposely

(The YU2 prefix is 
no longer used on Croatian territory controlled 
by Zagreb government. 
Rep. of Bosnia-Herzegovina: YU4, YT4, YZ4, 4N4 and 404. 
Republic of Macedonia: YU5, YZ5, YT5, 4N5 and 405. 
Union between Serbia and Montenegro by regions: 
Serbia: YU1, YZ1, YT1, 4N1 and 401. 
Montenegro: YU6, YZ6, YT6, 4N6 and 406. 
Vojvodina: YU7, YT7, YZ7, 4N7 and 407. 
Kosovo: YU8, YT8, YZ8, 4N8 and 408. 
Numbers 9 and © were reserved for special occasions (ex. Olympic 
Games). "New prefixes are being discussed, but there are more important 
questions to be solved", says Iztok.
